ORDER 

New Delhi, the 19lh April, 1984. 

S.O. 313 (E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (3) and sub-section (5) of 
section 30 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953) the, 
Central Government hereby makes the following 
order, namely :— 

(i) Short title and commcncement.^This order 
may be called the Tea (Marketing) Control Order, 
1984. 

(ii) It shall come into force on the expiry of 
ninety days of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—^Tn this Order, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires :— 

(a) “Act” means the Tea Act, 1953; 

(b) “Board” means the Tea Board established 
under section 4 of the Act; 


(c) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the 
Tea Board and includes any person ex¬ 
ercising for the time being powers of 
the Chairman; 

(d) “Form" means a form appended to this 
Order; 

(ej “licence” means a licence granted under 
paragraph 9 of this Order; 

(f) “licence” means a holder of a licence 

granted under this Order; 

(g) “licensing authority” means the Chair¬ 
man; 

(h) “manufacturer” means a manufacturer of 
tea and includes bought leaf factories 
and cooperative tea factories; 

(i) “organiser of tea auction” means any 
person, corporate body or association, 
whether registered or not, under whose 
control or auspices public auctions of 
tea take place; 

(j) “registering authority” means the Chair¬ 

man; 

(k) “registered manufacturer” means a manu¬ 
facturer registered under paragraph 3 of 
this Order. 

3. Registration of manufacturer of tea.—(1) No 
manufacturer shall carry on the activities of manu¬ 
facturing tea except under a valid registration 
obtained under this Order in respect of each factory 
owned or controlled by him. 

(2) Every person desiring to obtain a certificate 
of registration shall make an application to the 
registering authority in Form ‘A’. 

(3) The registering authority may, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, refuse to grant a registra¬ 
tion to an applicant- and shall furnish him with a 
copy of the order so passed. 

(4) Where an application for registration is 
not refused under sub-paragraph (3), the register¬ 
ing authority shall grant the applicant a certificate 
of registration in Form ‘B’. 

4. Cancellation of Registration.—^The register¬ 
ing authority may, after giving the manufacturer 
an opportunity of being heard, cancel the registra¬ 
tion on the following grounds, namely :— 

(a) Closure of business by the manufacturer; 

(b) Misrepresentation of any meterial fact by 
the applicant at the time of obtaining 
registration or subsequently; 

(c) Violation by the manufacturer of any of 
the provisions of the Act or this Order.

8. Application for licence,—Every' application 
for a licence referred to in paragraph 6 and para¬ 
graph 7 shall be submitted to the licensing autho¬ 
rity in Form ‘D’. 

9. Grant or refusal of licence.—(1) The 
licensing authbrity may, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, refuse to issue a licence to an applicant 
aad shall furnish Jiim with a copy of the Order so 
passed. 

(2) Where an application for licence is not 
refused under sub-paragraph (1), the licensing 
authority shall issue him a Mcence in Form ‘E’. 

(3) Every applicant for a licence for carrying 
on the business of an organiser of public tea auc- 
iSon shall, alongwith his application for a licence 
submit to the icensing authority the rules (by 
whatever name called ) which would govern . the 
activities of the organisor, the names and addresses 
of the members of its managing committee, (by 
whatever name called), the names, designations 
and addresses of persons authorised to authenticate 
the decisions of such managing* committees, the 
rules (by whatever name c^ed) which would 
govern the conduct of such public tea auctions held 
under its control and auspices, the naitie's ntid 
addresses of. the brokers associated with such public 
tea auctions and such other particulars as the lic¬ 
ensing authbrity may, from time to time, call for. 

(4) If the licensing authority at may time during 
the validity period of a licence— 

(a) has reason to believe that an organiser 

of tea auctions is indulging in or is 
likely to indulge in malpractices in the 
conduct of or relation to the public tea 
iubtion held under its c'bhtrol or nuspkes 
7r; 

(b) for improving the efficiency of the pub¬ 

lic'tea auctibn system, or;

10. Period of validity of a Jicence.—A licence 
issued'under this Order shall, unless cancelled 
before, expiry on the .31 st day of December follow¬ 
ing. 

11. Renewal of licence..—(1) Every application 
for a licence or a renewal thereof shall be sub¬ 
mitted to the licencing authority in Form ‘F*. 

(2) The licensing authority may, on an applica¬ 
tion made to it and subject to the other provisions 
of this Order, renew a licence and issue a certificate 

in Form ‘G*. 

(3) Every application for renewal of a licence 
shall be submitted to the licensing authority not 
less than thirty days before the date of expiry of 
the licence except in cases where the lienee has 
been issued on or after 1st December of that year. 

12. Signing of licence,—Every licence issued or 
renewed and every certificate of registration granted 
under this Order shall be signed by the licensing 
authority or the registering authority, as the case 
may be, or by any officer of the Board specifically 
authorised to do so by the licensing authority|regi- 
stering authority. 

13. Fees.—Every application for the issue of a 
licence or renewal thereof shall be accompanied by 
the following fees, namely 

for the first issue of a licence.Rs. 500 

for renewal of a licence .... Rs. 100 

14. Conditions of licence.—(1) Every licence 
issued or renewed under this Order shall be dee¬ 
med to have been granted or renewed in favour of 
the person named therein and no licence shall be 
sold or otherwise transferred. 

(2) If a licensee enters into a partnership with 
regard to the business covered by his licence, he 
shall bring the matter tb the notice of the licCnring 
authority within thirty days of entering into such 
partnership' and shall get the licence suitably 
amended. 

(3) ' Where a partnership is entered into, all 
the partners in the firm as well as the original 
licensee shall be bound by the conditions of the 
licence. 

(4) If a partnership is dissolved, every person 
who Is a partner immediately before the date of 
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suokodissolutio)! sh&U ^end^a'report c^^uch dissolu¬ 
tion to the Ucensing authority within thirty days 
thereof. 

(5) , Every licensee shall produce his licence for 
Inspection on demand “by an officer of the Board 
duly , authorised by the licensing authority in this 
behhtf. 

(6) If, during the currency of a hcencc, the 
licencee intends to take any action which calls for 
modificatioijs in the particulars furnished in the 
application on the basis of which the licence for 
the time being in force has been issued, he shall 
bring it to the notice of the licensing authority at 
least fifteen days in advance and get his licence 
suitably amended and .such amendment to the 
licence shall be made free of any charge and the 
amended licence shall be valid for the rest of the 
period covered by the licence. 

(7) No owner of a warehouse licensed under 
the Tea Warehousing (Licensing) Order, 1980 
shall enter into any transaction with— 

(a) a manufacturer who is required to be 

registered under this Order, but has not 
so registered, or whose registration has 
ceased to be valid; or 

(b) a» broker or organi.ser of a public tea 
auction who is required to obtain a 
licence under this Order but has not 
done so, or whose license has ceased to 
be valid, 

(8) No broker shall enter into any transaction 
in tea with any manufacturer required-to be regi¬ 
stered under this Order but has not so registered, 
or whose registration has ceased to be valid. 

(9) No broker shall partiOipate in a public tea 
auction conducted by or held under the control or 
auspices of an organiser of tea auction who is,'under 
the provisions of this Order, required to obtain a 
licence- but has not obtained such a,, licence; or 
whose licence has ceased to be valid. 

(10) No- organiser of public toaiauctiorb shaU- 
allow teas from any registered manufacturer to be 
put iti public , tea auction held under its control or ’ 
auspices or allow any unheensod broker’to carry 
on the business of public tea auctions held under 
its control or auspices. 

15. Suspension of a Ucence.—(1) The licens¬ 
ing authority raav, after giving a licensee an 
opportunity of being heard, suspend, a licence on 
any of the following grounds, namely 

(a) that the licence has been obtained by 
misrepresentation as to a material parti¬ 
cular; 

(b) that any of the provisions of the Act this 
Order or any conditions of the licence 
hhs been contravened by the licensee; 


(2) , In any proceeding for taking action under 
sub-clause (I), the licensing authority shall be as¬ 
sisted by-two independent assessors chosen by the 
licening authority. 

3. Every Order suspending a licence shall be in 
writing and shall specify the reasons for such sus- 
pensioii'und shall te conunimicated to the licensee? 
within fifteen days of the passing of such Order. 

16. Maintenance, production etc., of accounts 
by licensee.—The registering authorityjlicensing 
authority may, from time to time issue directions 
to any registered manufactureer, licensed organiser 
of tea auctions dr broker as regards— 

(a) the maintenance of records of purchase, 
production, stocks, exports or other 
matters connected with his business which 
are relevant for purposes of carrying out 
the objects of this Order; 

(b) the form and manner in which such re¬ 
cords shall be maintained; and 

(c) the production for inspection to the officer 
concerned such books of account relating 
to his business as may be specified in the 
direction, 

17. Sale of tea through public auctions,— 
Every registered manufacturer in the States of 
Assam, West Bengal, Tamil Nadu and Kerala shall, 
on and from the date of commencement of this 
Order, sell not less than 70 per cent or such higher 
percentage as may be specified from time to time 
by the Board, of tea manufactured by him in a year 
through public tea auctions in India held under the 
control or auspices of organiser.! of tea auction 
licensed to do so under the provisions of this 
Order. 

Provided that the registering authority may, on 
an application submitted by a registered manu¬ 
facturer, if satisfied that in enforcing compliance 
with any provisions of this Order undue hardship 
would result to any manufacturer, for reasons to 
be recorded in 'writihg, relax any of the provision.s 
of this Onter ; 

Provided further that a manufacturer owning 
more than one manufacturing unit shall sell not 
less than the stifled percentage of the total tea 
production of all such units thrmigh public auctions 
instead of the specified percentage of production 
of each tea unit separately. 

18. Exemption;—^Where a manufacbircr has only 
one tea garden with less than 100 hectares 
under tea cultivation and his total manufacture is 
dependent solely on the production from such tea 
garden, such manufacturer shall be exempted from 
the stioulation in regard to the sale of the minimuir 
percentage of tea through public auctions. 
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19. Exemption for other categories.—^Any tea 
marketed directly by the manufacturer in the form 
of— 

(a) consumer packs|appmved>'by ’ the' Board; 

(b) instant tea; 

(c) tea- bags;. 

(d) aromatic tea;. 

(e) green tea; and 

if) tea exported ^pFjrsuant to contracts'regi¬ 
stered under clause 4 of the Tea (Regula¬ 
tion of Export Licensing) 'Order, 1984, 

shall be excluded while computing the total produ¬ 
ction for purposes of paragraph 17 of this Order. 

20. Appeal.—Any person aggrieved by an 
order— 

(a) refusing the grant or cancellation of a 
registration; 

(b) refusing the issue or renewal of a licence; 
or 

(c) suspending a licence, 

may, within a period of three months from the date 
of receipt of such Order, appeal to the Central 
Government and the Central Government may, 
after making such inquiry as it may think fit. con¬ 
firm, reverse or modify such order. 

21. Constitution of Committee on tea market¬ 
ing.—The Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, constitute a Committee to 
advise the Government on matters relating to the 
implementation of this Order and may, from time 
to time refer any question relating thereto for the 
Committee’s advice. 

22. Service of orders and directions.—Any order 
or direction made by the registering authority or 
licensing authority under this Order shall,— 

(a) in the case of an order or direction of a 
general nature aflfccting a class of per¬ 
sons, be notified in the Official Gazette,
